Mr. Taft will not withdraw his sup- 


port of Canadian 
reciprocity as 
a 


principle, it is understood, but will 
take the position 
that the 
United 
States should not continue an offer 
which Canada 
refuses to 
accept. 


The reciprocity law continues in ef- 
fect in the United 
States notwith- 


standing Canada's refusal to endorse 
it.

McC umber, 
Heyburn, 


Gronna, and others had urged- a re- 
peal and an amendment was put in 
the steel tariff bill, recently passed 
by congress and now in conference 
providing for such action. 


It is asserted among western sen- 


ators that if any tariff measure pass- 
ed in the senate this week an amend- 
ment will also he incorporated for 
the repeal of the reciprocity law.

ROOSEVELT TALKS AT 


THE MEETING TODAY 


OF THE ORGANIZERS 


Breaks Silence For First Time Since 


His Return From Chicago 


Convention.

speech since he returned from Chicago 
Col. 
Roosevelt today set forth his rea- 


sons for leading in the formation of a 
new party. 


His address was delivered at a meet- 


ing of the New York 
state county 


chairmen of the national progressive 
party. Col. Roosevelt did not intend 
to speak he declared but the chairmen 
would not be denied. 


"No man knows better than I1' said 


Col. 
Roosevelt, "that enthusiasm and 


high principles cannot 
be 
effective 


without organization and work. 
A 


great responsibility rests upon 
you 


men here who .are undertaking the 
organization of a new party which is to 
stand four squared to democracy which 
is to be literally the party of the peo- 
ple. 


"It will fight on live issues and not 


dead ones. It will embody a protest 
against the corruption in both of the 
old party machines. 
It will he a party 


into which ex-democrats and ex-re- 
publicans without regard to their poli- 
tical tasks are to come on an exact 
equality and to have each the same 
share in the party management. 


When we get this started it will be 


party not only representing the peo- 
ple at election time but will represent 
them in party management. 
We are 


going to see to it that it is organized 
so it will he impossible for any 53 
men chosen four years before by poli- 
ticians to stand superior to all voters 
of a great state like California. 


"My own judgment is that .Messrs

Real Estate Business on Philanthro- 


pic Plane 'Would Be Latest Ven- 


ture According( To Proposal.

Madison, Wis., July 23.—The Wis- 


consin Idea, so-called, is to be 
ay- 


plied to the solution of the land prob- 
lem. 
The state is to start a colony of 


its own on a new and original plan 
which it is claimed will give the en- 
tire unearned 
increment 
i hack to 


those -who produced it and assure to 
each the full product ol his toil. 


Such is the purport of a proposi 


tion from Albert L. 
Williams that 


was laid before the 
state board of 


public affairs at its meeting yester- 
day, 
and -for 
the 
investigation of 


which the governor was authorized to 
appoint a committee. Governor Mc- 
Govern appointed Senator A. W. San- 
born of Ashland, W. H. Hanchett of 
Sparta, and Senator George E. Scott 
of Prairie Farm. The first 
two are 


members of the board. 


This investigation is to 
be 
ac- 


complished without the expenditure 
of money or incurring of liability by 
the state, and is to he done at once. 


The plan is described as follows: 
Let the state acquire the land as 


cheaply as possible. Sell it for all it 
will bring, and convert the profit in- 
to a communal fund for the benefit 
of the colonists who produced it. 


The owners of non-productive land 


are always glad to sell. The price ob- 
tatinable for large wholesale tracts 
never exceeds 50 per cent of the val- 
ue of the same land cut up into smsll 
parcels. The owners 
of the 
large 


tracts are ready to sell on easy terms, 
unusually demanding 
only a 
suffi- 


cient payment to insure a sale, and 
where they are interested in the up- 
building of the community even that 
is sometimes waived in favor of a 
selling agency in which they have 
confidence. On the other hand, the 
cities are full of men tired of their 
jobs who with proper 
opportunity 


would flock to the woods and fields; 
men who under a cooperative plan 
would have ample means to make a 
modest start. 
The new Wisconsin plan is to put 


these men into 
right 
relationship 


with the land, his fellowman and the 
state, without paying (tribute to spec- 
ulators or middlemen. It is proposed 
to acquire the land at its cheapest 
wholesale price and on 
terms that 


will admit paying for it as sold. It 
will be sold to the colonists lor its 
fair market value, the entire profit 
to be converted 
into a 
communal 


fund for the benefit of the colonists. 
This is to cut out the potty specula- 
tor who otherwise would be sure to 
take advantage of the cheap land, 
and actually is intended to place Jt 
in the hands of bona fide settlers at 
wholesale prices. .It is intended, also 
to-multiply the efficiency of individ- 
ual savings by using them cooperat- 
ively. It is expected to do still more 
by enforcing a community spirit, for 
the administration of the communal 
fund is left in the bands of the colon- 
.sts" themselves, subject to the vote 
power of the commission to ensure 
against acts of folly—a reserve pow- 
er which it is 'hoped the commission 
will never be oblige*! to exercise. 


Tt is expected that 
every facility 


which the individual can not readily 
provide will be supplied cooperative- 
ly In the beginning even such com- 
mon necessities as 
teams, wagons; 


and 'horse-drawn implements will be 
included. A cooperative store is plan- 
ned, also warehouses for 
receiving 


and marketing produce, a cooperative 
creamery 
and 
cooperatively-owned 


demonstration farm, 
with thorough- 


bred breeding, stock. 
Not a dollar of appropriation nor a 


.dollar 10f philanthropy, however., is 
to be asked under this plan. The col- 
onists themselves will furnish all the 
money; it will come out of the price 
of the land, which is to cost hem no 
more than its market value without 
these advantages. 
The committee will work with Mr. 


Williams in giving a thorough investi- 
gation of the plan.

vate investigation into the question 
of whether police partnership with 
gamblers led to the killing of Ros- 
c-nthal.

Whitman: "[ guess we will agree as 
to who is back of this gang." But 
the police prosecutor does not feel 
that Commissioner

ing alone as he is of the belief that 
the police department will give no 
real aid. 


The surrender of Vallon

Suffrage in last Saturday's issue, say- 
ing "the public desires an impartial 
statement of the question." 
In jus- 


tice to the public we beg to submit 
something replying to the 
anti-suf- 


frage remarks. 


The statement that woman suffrage 


will double the electorate holds little 
terror Cor the intelligent. 
Doubling 


the number of votes is scarcely sub- 
versive to society. As President Tat't 
said in Toledo last spring, every class 
of people is "better able to secure 
attention to its own welfare than any 
other class, however altruestic. Hence 
it follows that the best government 
in the sense of the government most 
certain to provide for and protect the 
rights .and governmental 
needs 
of 


every class is that one in which every 
class has a voice." 
As for woman's 


vote duplicating man's vote, the re- 
cords of every woman suffrage state 
bear evidence that whenever men are 
careless of women's natural concern, 
tlie welfare of children and depen- 
dents, women's vote divide from men's 
votes. If it will simply "double the 
vote" why does 
our 
anti-suffrage 


friend hold that it will "assault the 
stability of our social and political 
life?" One is reminded of the famous 
couplet of anti-suffrage 
arguments, 


"The wife will vote as her husband 
does" and "woman suffrage will di- 
vide families." Society is still fairly 
stable in Wyoming, Colorado, Wash- 
ington, Idaho and 
California. 
For 


example, where statistics have been 
taken in suffrage states we find 
a 


lower percentage of divorce than in 
states not having woman suffrage. 


Suffrage magazines and pamphlets 


abound in facts and statistics vouched 
for by reliable people. Every rea- 
sonable means is used to 
convince 


reasonable people of the value of wo- 
man suffrage. It is the 
'ungrounded 


prejudice against woman suffrtige, its 
only real foe, that suffragists 
are 


forced to fight with something beside 
reason, for the emotions of fear and 
prejudice close the mind to reason. 


As our onti-suffrage friend says this 


question is indeed one of "organic 
law 
and 
fundamental 
principle." 
There is nothing more fundamental 
than the principle that, each individ- 
ual has a right to "life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness." Clean milk 
to prevent infant mortality and a liv- 
ing wage for working girls to prevent 
immorality have as great a bear on 
basic principles as the tariff, surely. 
Woman suffragists are proud to stand 
for. a living wage and clean milk as 
means for giving everyone the chance 
for life and decency which it is our 
boast that our country affords.

PASSED AWAY TODAY 


Welt Known 
Pioneer 
Citizen 
And 


Baker Died at Ten O'clock 


This Morning From 


Paralysis. 


James Alwell Denniston, the 
well 


known pioneer Janesville baker and 
prominent fraternal society 
worker 


died at ten o'clock this morning at 
his home, 321 Madison street, as the 
result of a stroke of paralysis which 
he suffered last 
Thursday. 
Since 


that time he had been in a semi-uncon- 
scious state and gradually" 
failing. 


This was the third stroke he had suf- 
fered, the first being on November 28, 
of last year and the second March 30. 
Sjx years ago he had 
an accident 


which made him an invalid, and al- 
though lie suffered much he bore his 
misfortune with remarkable cheerful- 
ness. 


Mr. Denniston was born in Pitts- 


burgh, Pennsylvania, 
December 25, 


1SS9. He lived in that city until he 
was eighteen years of age, then going 
to Elyria, Ohio, where he stayed for 
about a year. 
He came to Janesville 


in the year 1S57 and associated him- 
self, in business with W. Wolliscroft 
and Ellis Brothers, wholesale bakers. 
Two years later he opened what was 
known as the City Bakery on West 
Mills street. He continued in 
that 


business until ill health made it neces- 
sary for him to retire from 
active' 


work. Since that lime Mr. Denniston 
has been in the life and accident in- 
surance business. He was an active 
and enthusiastic fraternal 
society 


worker and helped organize several 
lodges in this city and in Beloit. 
At 


one time he was a member of 
the 


Knights of Phythias, the A. O. U. W. 
and the Knights of Honor. 
At 
the 


time of his death he was a member of 
the Modern Woodmen and the Frater- 
nal Mystic Circle. 
He was a member 


of the Sack Men, which later became 
the Fire Police. He was a member of- 
the Board of Trustees of Oak Hill 
cemetery for a time and the building 
of the chapel was in a large measure 
clue to his efforts. 


Mr. Denniston was twice married. 


His first Wife was Miss Anna Caley, 
who died May 31, ISSI. 
Of that union 


three sons were born, two of whom 
George E. and Charles A., are living 
William F. having passed away Janu- 
ary 20, 1809. 
He later married Miss 


Mary Belton of this city who is left 
to mourn his loss with the two sons 
George E. Denniston of 
Aberdeen, 


South Dakota, and Charles A. Dennis- 
ton of Chicago. He leaves besides, a 
sister, Mrs. Lydia Finley of Pittsburgh 
and two granddaughters, Lo'uise and 
Ruth Denniston of Aberdeen, 
South 


Dakota. 
Funeral arrangements 
have 


not yet been made.

Haggart to the Common Council on 
the auditing of the books of the city 
treasurer for the year ending June 30. 
He found all monies properly account-' 
ed for and all entries correctly made 
with the exception of one 
clerical 


error of four cents. 
As 
compared 


with the balances in the 
different 


funds on July 1, 1911, the general fund 
shows an increase of about $24,000, 
and the fire and water fund of about 
$16,000. This increase is partly due 
to the crediting to these funds of the 
1911 and 1912 saloon licenses in the 
same fiscal year. The ward funds are 
about $2500 ahead of the same period 
last year. The City Treasurer had on 
hand July 1, 1912, in regular woi'king 
funds an available cash balance of 
$92,Kin against $04,235 on the same 
date in 1911. This amount' does not 
nclude monies set aside to 
return 


jonds due in 1912, the Fourth Avenue 
bridge fund of $15,1GO or balances in 
several street 
improvement 
funds. 


The present indebtedness of the city 
amounts to $160,500.

The homely, old-fashioned boiled din 


ner is not much spoken of these days, 
and yet it has many stanch supporters 
all over our land. The drawback with 
a boiled dinner for a family o£ two is 
that there is so much left over. This 
is extremely nice for hash, but once 
served in that way is sufficient. 
A 


small boiled dinner may be prepared, 
but even then there is a large amount 
of left-overs. A good plan for the lov- 
ers of the old-fashioned dish is to 
gather together those who enjoy it and 
have a feast. A head of cabbage or 
two, a few potatoes, turnips and car- 
rots all boiled together with a. good 
thick piece of well-flavored salt pork. 


Corned beef is liked by many in- 


stead of the salt pork. A small bag 
of cranberry beans that have been 
soaked over night, in a cotton bag, 
and added are. another vegetable well 
liked. 
They may be heaped at one 


end of the platter or served in a sep- 
nrate dish. 


Fruit 
Dessert. — Whip a pint ot 


cream with the white of one egg; this 
egg aadds more body to dish. Sweeten 
the cream to taste, add a half cup of 
ground nuts, twelve figs and six dates, 
chopped. Mix and pack into a Diold 
and cover with ice and salt.

brings out the flavor of the berries as 
well as making the color more intense. 


All fruit flavors. are best added after 


the cream is partly frozen.
